England Swept by 
Awful Gales. 


Scores of Wrecks Along 
Channel Coast. 
Bark Primrose Hill With Over 
Thirty Men Lost.

ONDON, Dec. 28.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
L ble.] There has been a 

of storms and violent gales in the 
‘channel and considerable damage has 
been wrought ashore. Telegraph lines 
are down in many places. incessant 
reports of innumerable shipping cas- 
ualties show that the gale was one 
of the worst known in many ycars. 
Probably several days will elapse be- 
fore the full damage becomes known. 

n addition to some vessels not yet 

tified, several have been wrecked 
or placed in great danger, the fate of 
some of the cross channel steamers is 
in doubt. For instance, the Great 
Western Rallway Company's steamer 
plying between Milford and Waterford 
is twelve hours overdue, and no .tid- 
ings of her have yet been received. 
It would be impossible to enumerate 
all the minor casualties. Reports ar- 
riving from all the coasts announce 
damage by the storm. Vessels are 
seeking shelter in the harbors and a 
number of minor wrecks. have been 
announced. 

THIRTY-FOUR PERISH. 

The British bark Primrore Hi, from 
Liverpool, December 23, for Vancouver, 
went on the Penrhos Rocks, three 
miles off Southstack (not far from 
Holyhead.) She broke in two and 
wont to pieces in a few minutes.

Primrose Hill dropped her anchors but 
mountainous seas were running: No 
sooner had the ill-fated ship touched 
the rocks than the three after masts 
went overboard and she broke in 
twain, leaving only the foremaet stand- 
ing.

CINCINNATI (O.) Dec. 28.—Senator 
J. B. Foraker has made a reply to the 
recent speech at Ann Arbor, Mich., of 
former President Benjamin Harrison. 
in which ex-President Harrison criti- 
cised the, Porto Rican policy .of the 
government, characterizing it as a de- 
parture from correct principles. In a 
speech before the Manufacturers’ Club 
of this city, last night, Senator Foraker 
said on this point: 


“All the questions arising upon the c 


Porto Rican legislation are soon to be 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 
For that reason I do not care to dis- 
cuss them at this time, but it is in or- 
der to say that the view taken by 
the Congress, as reflected by that legis- 
lation. was creditable to the generosity 
the patriotism and the industrial spirit 


“We found Porto ico as poor as 
poverty could make her. She had no 
money, no credit, no system of taxa- 
tion of any kind. She wanted a civil 
government and a revenue to support 
it. We gave her a far more libera! 
civil government than was ever given 
to any Territory prior to the Civil War 
=> far as participation in it by her 
people is concerned, and we dealt by 
ber more generously, in providing sup- 
vort for that government, than we have. 
ever yet dealt with any Territory. 

“In requiriag her to pay tariff duties 
on imports from foreign countries we 
did only what we did with Louisiana 
Florida, California and all our other 
Territories; but in allowing her to put 
these duties, when collected, into her 
own treasury for the support wf her 
local government, we did what was 
never done before for anybody else 
for in other cases we have not only 
reauired the payment of these same 
duties, but we have also required them. 
they were collected, to be 
into the national treasury at Washing- 
ten for the benefit of the whole coun- 
trv. and as to duties on commerce be- 
tween Porto Rico and the United 
States? we did not levy 15 per cent. 
but we remitted 85 per cent. of the 
existing rates on a number cf articles 
and the whole duty on all the rest, and 
vrovided that, the 15 per cent. should 
be remitted on or after Marth 1, 1902 
or sooner, if the Legislature of Parto 
Rico shall so provide, and that in the 
meanwhile all collections if th's 15 per 
gent. both there and in the IT'ntted 
States. shall be paid over ts Porto 
Rico for her own sur t. We made 
this provision cause it was the ess 
est anc least burdensome way p-selble 
to raise indispensable revenue for their 
government, and not because it was in 
any sense a benefit to either our gov- 
ernment or our people. 

“The Porto Rican Legisiature is non 
in session, but neither that body, nor 
any member of it, nor anybody else 
has taken any step to repeal or alter 
the tax system so imposed by Con- 
gress. On the contrary, all concerned 
alike testify to the highest satisfaction 
with what Congress has done,:and the 
request will be almost unanimously 
made that the provisions enacted may 
be continued. if not indefinitely. a 
least until some satisfactory system 
of vropen taxation may be substitured. 

“In addition. it should be stated tha: 
Congress, also in the same generous 
spirit, exempted Porto Rico from all 
internal revenue taxation—another fa 
vor never before extended to any pev- 
ple anywhere. 

“Yes. it is true that the legislation 
for Porto Rico was a ‘departure,’ but it

X1.—WASHINGTON IRVING AND HIS 
SCHOOL. 


HEN Washington Wen in 1809 

published his “Knickerbocker’s 

History of New Tork“! he cer- 
tainly did not dream that he had made 
the initial book wf a new and great 
literature, nor that he had given to 
his countrymen a humorous work that 
they were not to see surpassed for at 
least a century. Nothing had been 
further from the author's intent. He 
had begun the book as a huge practical 
joke; it was to be a buriesque on a 
certain pompous handbook of New 
York. He was scarcely out of his 
boyhood. The world was a merry 
comedy; he was bubbling over with life 
and animal spirits and the joy of ex- 
istence, and he wrote for the mere de- 
light of it. The result was a sponta- 
neous overfiow of fun and satire, of wit 
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e district 


and humor end gay burlesque. No- 
where cise in English is there such an 
elaborate piece of unstudied, sponta- 
neous, perfectly natural humor. There is 
not the slightest straining for comic 
effect as in so many of the later hu- 
morists; there are no jokes dragged in 
by the cars; no painful efforts to keep 
up the fan at any cost. The author is 
funny because it is perfectly natura) 
for him to be so—indeed, because it 
is impossible to be any thing else. 
The young manhood of Irving wes 
gay and vivacious. With a little band 
of beon companions, “The Nino 
Worthies," among whom were the 
novelist Paulding and his own brother, 
William Irving, he imitated the jovial 
Steele and Fielding and Goldsmith of 
an earlier day.

The little perlodical. with its un- 
known board of editors and its fearless 
criticiam of manners and people, 
came during its short existence almost 
a.sensation in New York. Its exu- 
berant spirits, ite “more than Cerberus 
watch over the guardian rules of fe- 
male delicacy and decorum,” its inti- 
mate knowledge of the conduct of the 
fashionable world” and its severe ridi- 
gentlemen who doze away 
their time in the circles of the haut- 
ton, made it delightful reading for 
many.

There wes nothing especially orig- 
inal in the humor of the “Salmagundi” 
group. Their work was but a survival 
of the eighteenth century periodical of 
Steele and Addison, but in it there 
were germs of a really original humor. 
In “Knickerbocker’s History” Irving 
broke away in a large degree from his 
English model. The style of the work 
ia, on the whole, finished and correct, 
full of a dignified and leisurely seif-re- 
epect, very much in contrast with

There are in the “History” abundant 
germs of what in later days deterior- 
ated into mere buffoonry and horse- 
play. Thestory of the old Dutchman 
who resisted the edict of Peter the 
Headstrong, which forbade the wearing 
of cues, and who, dying at the moment 
of victory, ordered with his last breath 
that a hole be made in his coffin so 
that the cue might hang cut at the 
funeral as a symbol of his vietory, 
might have been written by Mark 
Twain. Whole chapters are full of de- 
licious fun, never strained, never 
weak, as spontaneous as the laughter 
of a healthy child, It is. first of all 
a broad burlesque, a mock of heroic 
prose ep that laughs with innocent 
giee at everything it touches, Its char- 
acterizations and situations are liudi- 
crous in the extreme. How could one 
improve the picture of Walter the 
Doubter? 


he never said a foolish thing—and of 
such invincible gravity that he was 
never known to laugh, or even to 
smile through the course of a long 
and prosperous life. Certain, however,

But all the book—indeed, in all of 
Irving's books—there is not a trace of 
malignity or bitterness or of anythin 
save kindliness and overflowing 
nature. In his later books his humor 
was less boisterous, yet in all, even in 
his purely historical writings, it was 
ever present. It shines through all his 
earlier sketches like a beam of autumn 
sunshine, mellow, golden and cheering. 
It is the very foul of such sketches 
as The Stout Gentleman! and such 
tales as “The Legend of Sleepy Hol- 
ow.“ It is useless to quote from these 
perfect masterpleces—what American 
has not read them over and over? 

Irving is the greatest of American 
humorists. His tenderness, his deep 
pathos, his quick wit, his spontaneous 
humor, unite in a combination rarely 
found anywhere. Bryant, his contem- 
‘porary, and intimate friend, declared 
of the “History of New York” that 
“when I compare it with other works 
‘of wit and humor of similar length, 
I find that, unlike most of them, it 
carries forward the reader to the con- 
ge without weariness or satiety, 

unsought, spontaneous, self-sug- 
— are the wit and humor. 
His humor not only tinged his writings, 
' but overflowed in his delightful con- 
versation.”” Warner declared it to be

To leave the writings of Irving with 
their graceful, leisurely movement; 
their sunny humor, their ten 
and sympathy and real pathos; their 
kindly satire, their dreamy contem- 
plative spirit, their mild melancholy, 
their Indian summer atmosphere, their 
picturesqueness and romance, to leave 
this and turn to the great throng of 
humorists and wits that have filled the 
century with their voices, is like leav- 
ing some old medieval castle with its

X-RAY IN FORGERY. — 


Experts Have Experimented in its 
Use for Detection of Crime Without 
Much Success, 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.--It is claimed 
that one of the new possibilities of the 
X-Ray is the detection of forgery. it 
appears that already the ray nas been 
successfully useq for copying manu- 
scripts concealed ben®ath book covers 
when the ink of the manuscript con- 
tained red lead, cinnabar, or ultra- 
marine blue. An expert says that he 
has used them both in connection with 
alleged Old Masters and wills thought 
to be forged—in both cases without | 
material result.

The rays cannot see through glass, 
which is transparent to the eye, 
whereas aluminum, which is opaque to 
the eye, is transparent to the rays. The 
rays can discover a splinter of glass 
in the hand, but not a splinter of wood, 
most inks, including printers’ ink, are 
penetrable by the rays, but others are 
not. The rays will pass through a Post- 
office directory, if a paper with 
words written on it in opaque ink is 
put in the middie of the volume, the 
rays will reveal those words, and noth- 
ing behind them. It would thus appear 


in a check only, providing the body of 
the check is written in transparent ink 
and the forger is obliging enough to 
‘make hie alternations in opaque ink, 
or vice versa. It would therefore seem 
that the detection of forgery by the

ENTERPRISING ANGELENO. 
BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 27.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] An unusual vocation 
has been adopted by Prof. Von Keith 
of Los Angeles; who has been here for 
some months, attracted to this region 
by the variety of minerals and fossil 
remains to be found in the county.
